Priority 

1 . Applicant's claim for the benefit of a prior-filed PCT application is acknowledged.

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: a comprehensive search of prior art of record (e.g., see the 
references cited in conclusion) failed to teach either alone or in combination a 
method/apparatus for maintaining alignment between an incoming spread spectrum 
signal and a locally generated code by calculating an error signal as the difference 
between energy of symbols computed from an interpolated early (e) and late (I) 
samples; generating, from an error signal, a control signal; characterized in that the step 
of generating a control signal comprises: extracting the sign of the error signal; 
accumulating the sign of the error signal for the generation of an intermediate control 
signal; calculating the absolute value of the error signal at a time instant n; comparing 
the absolute value of the error signal at the time instant n with the absolute value of the 
error signal at a previous time instant n-1; updating the control signal to the value of the 
intermediate control signal if the absolute value of the error signal at time n is smaller 
than the absolute value of the same error signal at time n-1 , maintaining otherwise 
unchanged the value of the control signal.
